VOCATIONAL 6W0AWCE

As a result of the numerous r>>

ANOTHER FORWARD STEP 

In their efforts to provide Newmarket and dis- 
trict with the best in secondary school education, 
the Newmarket High School Board on Monday- 
night voted unanimously to provide for the teach- 
ing of agriculture as well as vocational subjects. 
At present, Newmarket high school offers both 
academic and commercial training. Agriculture 
could be taught in the Jirst two grades with the 
present facilities. The proposed vocational wmg 
would enable an extension of agriculture teach- 
ing to include practical training as well as 

theofy. . 

The need of vocational and agricultural training 
at Newmarket high school is most apparent'in the 
percentage of students which complete the pres- 
ent courses. There are 90 students enrolled in 
grade nine at the high school this year. Tnere 
are only 18 enrolled in the fifth year. A break- 
down of enrollment shows: 

Grade 9 10 11 12 13 
Enrolment 90 65 53 46 13 

Only 20 percent of the number enrolled are 
completing their years at the high school. It is 
reasonable to conclude that the high school cur- 
riculum is favorable to only a minority of the 

students. 

Provision for vocational and agricultural train- 
ing, in themselves important, would also be a 
means of encouraging students to complete their 
secondary school education. The provincial de- 
partment of education has authorized courses 
towards that endL ' Because of its present limited 
facilities, Newmarket high school is unable to 
take full advantage of these provisions. The sue- 
cess of the provincial schedule has been demon- 
strated at Port Perry high school where there 
was a high increase in pupils remaining at school. 
The proposed vocational wing will give Newmar- 
ket high school the same advantage. 



NAPS THREATENED 

A situation has arisen in Newmarket which is 
most trying to the male, at least to those who 
have been accustomed to an after-supper nap 
while the little woman bustled about with the 
dishes. Apparently, the habit is meeting with 
strenuous objections from wives and the after- 
supper nap has become subject to serious contro- 
versy. 

Our informant on these matters, a confirmed 
nap-addict who already shows the strain placed 
on him through the loss of his nap, tells us he 
has tried every device known to domestic life in 
an effort to put in his nap. -He has tried hiding 
behind the newspaper, he has pleaded a sick 
head-ache "which a little nap would cure," 
he has pretended to be fixing the furnace and in- 
stead curled up in the coal bin. He has even 
pleaded that freedom to nap, while not mentioned 
at the Atlantic conference, was nonetheless 
acknowledged there in spirit and should be 
recognized by wives.

MAGISTRATE'S COURT 

TWO ARE SENTENCED 
ON CAR THEFT CHARGE 




Appearing before Magistrate W. 
P. Woodlific in magistrate's court J 
in Newmarket on Tuesday in order 
to receive sentence on charges of 
stealing sums of money to the total 
value of $15 from "buddies" occupy- 
ing the same hut nt the Newmarket 
military camp, an iS-year-old sold- 
ier was sentenced to 60 days in 
jail. The defendant pleaded guilty 
in court last week. 

"These were very mean thefts," 

commented Magistrate Woodliffe. 
"1 don't think that this ease calls 
for a suspended sentence," 

Pleading guilty to a charge of 
stealing an automobile valued at 
$500, the property of Fred I*. Hall, 
Niagara St., on Feb. o. Pte. How- 
land Allelic was sentenced to 12 
months definite plus three months 
Indefinite ".nd Pte, Jacques Gougan 
to 15 months definite phis three 
months indefinite In the Gueiph re- 
formatory. The terms In each case 
are to run concurrent with terms 
given in Belleville on charges of 
theft and breaking and entering. 
Both men admitted that they had 
stolen the car from In fiont of Mr. 
Hall's home and driven It to 
Belleville, abandoning it outside 
the city limits. They also told his 
worship that they had understood 
that when they were tried In 
Belleville court that they were be- 
ing charged ut the same time with 
the offences committed In Newmar- 
ket. 

According to Acting Chief Con- 
stable James Leeder, Mr. Hall re- 
ported his eui* stolen on Feb. 5. 
On the following day he learned 
that the car was found abandoned 
on the highway, he said. He stated 
that eventually the men were 
turned over to him and that when 
he questioned them at the police 
station they readily admitted the 
theft of the car. 

fn his testimony, Mr. Hull stated] 
that he had left his car In front. 
of his house at about 6 p.m. and [ 
that when he later went to put 
It Into hlR driveway It had dis- 
appeared. When it was returned to 
him one tire was missing and a 
wheel and*" another tiro badly dnm* 
aged, he said. 

^i own Attorney Ailelgh Arm- 
strong stated that Pte. Gougan had 
previously been convicted on* charg- 
es of theft and shop-break Ing for 
which he served sentence of .12 
days and five months. Pte. Artelle, 
he said, had no previous criminal 
record. 

A second charge, that of break- 
ing nnd entering the Koidlcr*Citlzcn 
club, was withdrawn with the con- 
Kent of the citiwn when his worship 
decided that there was not enough 
evidence, outside of the youths* own 
admission that they had committed 
the offence, to warrant ft conviction. 
His worship ordered the articles 
stolen to be returned to the own- 
ers.

FARM FORUM NEWS 



The Newmarket East JFrirm Radfo 
Forum met Monday ut the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Vernon Mount with 
an attendance of 2ft. After listening 
to the half-hour radio broadcast 
two gtoups were formed for dis- 
cussion of the subject. "Will Price 
Stabilization Help?". The findings 
of the forum as reported by the 
secretary are: 

We feel that price control as It 
has been functioned in Canada dur- 
ing the war has been a benefit to 
the people In all walks of life. How- 
ever, we feel steps should be taken 
to prevent deflation after the war. 

We think that price stabilization 
by ensuring a fair price does* not 
cause Inefficiency among farmers. 
Fair prices, we believe, ore more 
opt to encourage efficiency. 

The $200,000,000 set aside by the 
Agricultural Prices Support Hoard 
to pay the producer the difference 
between the prescribed price and- 
the nverajco price at which a certain 
product Is sold In the market will 
be of some help but we do not feel 

this Is a sufficient sum. 

The Agricultural Price Supj>ort 
Board, we feel t should establish 
floor prices so the farmer would 
not have to produce at a loss. If 
the prices fixed hy the government 
are not sufficient to purchase con- 
veniences necessary to farmers. It 
should take steps to bring these 
conveniences in line with the price 
of farm produce either by subsidy 
or bonus. 

J. P. Jefferson, president of the 
Newmarket Farmers' Co-operative 
store, gave an Interesting and In- 
formative talk on the Newmarket 
Farmers* Co-operative and outlined 
the principles of a co-operative in 
which farmers would be small 
share-holders and benefit from their 
purchases by patronage dividends.
